Death of British Surgeon 
Laid to Scientific Test

Dr. Sidney Rawson Wilson Found Sitting Life- 
less Before a Machine for Administer- 


as an Anesthesia. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANCHESTER, England, Sept. 


14.—The death of Dr. Sidney Raw- 
son Wilson, noted surgeon, behind 
the locked doors of his laboratory 
was generally attributed by friends 


and associates today to an attempt 
at self-anesthesia. 

Dr. Wilson was sitting lifeless be- 
fore a machine for administering 
gas mixtures, with,an anesthetiz- 
ing mask over his face, when found 
by his wife late yesterday. He was 
known among medical scientists on 
both sides of the Atlantic for his 
studies of the effects of different 
anesthetics. 

Fellow surgeons said he undoubt- 
edly met death while carrying on 
his attempts to obtain and prolong 
the analgesic state, in which the 
subject loses all feeling but retains 
onsciousness. This state now is at. 
tained for but a fleeting moment. 
Its prolongation was Dr. Wilson's 
chief ambition through years of 
laboratory study. ° 

“His method,” said a medical 
friend today, “was to subject him- 


self to an anesthetic and, while 
‘going under,’ to decribe his sensa- 
tions to a group of associates or 
students. He would conduct his 
experiments in any convenient 
place— in a colleague’s house or 
at homie. He made gallant efforts 
to record the exact time the anal. 
gesic state occurred.” ; 

Dr. Wilson held that by the 
repel complete unconsciousness 
under the influence of gas. It 
was his belief that only by: experi- 
menting on himself could he 
gather the data he sought. 

The gas machine which he faced 
in the fatal test was a gift from 
Dr. Ockesson, one of a group of 
American anesthetists who visited 
Manchester last year. Since -re- 
ceiving the instrument Dr. Wilson 
had given most of his time to a 
study of gases. 

His death recalls the somewhat 
similar case of Prof. Harold Max- 
well Lefroy of London, who suc- 
cumbed two years ago while ex- 
perimenting on a gas for suppres- 
sion of insect pests.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—After 
smashing September heat records 
in the Middle West for two con- 
secutive days, the mercury set out 
for new altitud cords today with 
indications that the hottest day of 
the year might be.recerded before 
sunset. : 

More than a dozen deaths are 
attributed to the heat which had 
forced the closing of part of the 
schools in Chicago. and sent thous- 
ands to beaches and parks to seek 
temporary relief.

MELLON NOT IN RACE, 
LEANS TOWARD HUGHES 


“;Does Not Want to Come Out 


for Any Candidate for Pres- 
idency at This Time.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—While

Republican presidentiai candidate 
‘at this time, Secretary Mellon’ was 
said today at the Treasury Depart- 
ment to favor Charles E. Hughes 
from a personal point of view.

Mellon's attitude was outlined as 
a result of stories from Pittsburg 
that he would support Hughes, his 
former cabinet associate, for the 
nomination.

BONDSMEN MUST 
PAY FORFEITURE 
ORSIGN NO MORE 


Three Judges, Circuit At- 


torney and oBard of Ed- 


ucation Lawyer Make 
Rules to Curb Evils. 


BAR IN ONE COURT 
WILL APPLY IN ALL 


Jurists to Be Provided With 


Financial Status of 


Sureties.

The first concerted action by the 
three Judges of the Criminal Di- 
vision of the Circuit Court, Circuit 
Attorney Sidener and the Board of 
Education to clean up the criminal 
bail bond situation in St. Louis 
was taken today when these three 
controlling factors agreed upon 
stringent rules to govern profes- 
sional bondsmen, 

Circuit Judges Killoren, Ross- 
kopf and Pearcy, Circuit Attorney 
Sidener and Robert<Burkham, at- 
torney for the Board of Education, 


held a conference in Judge Kil- 
loren’s chambers at which they 
decided upon regulations calculat- 
ed to remove the existent evils of 
the bail bond system. 

Regulations Agreed On. 

The regulations agreed 

were as follows: 

No bondsman who has for- 
feitures against him will be ac- 
cepted on more bonds until he 
has paid his forfeitures, 

If a bondsman is refused as 
surety by one Judge the other 
Judges will not accept him. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office 
and the board of Education will 
supply*the Judges with up-to- 
thé+minute inforniation as to Hie 
financial standing of bondsmen. 

A title examiner employed by 
the Board of Education is to 
prepare abstracts of property 
owned by professional bondsmen 
and is to keep check on it so 
the bondsmen cannot transfer 
their holdings immediately after 
being acrepted as sureties. 

If a bondsman is caught trans- 
fering his property after being 
aceepted on the strength of 
Sworn qualifications, the princi- 
pals under all the bonds signed 
by him are to be arrested and 
required to give new surety im- 
mediately. 

An effort will be made to lo- 
cate property owned by bonds- 
men who have forfeitures re- 
dueed to judgment ° standing 
against them at present. These 
bondsmen will be barred from 
Signing bonds until they have 
paid up. 

Expected to Set Precedent. 


The agreement among Judges 
Killoren, Rosskopf and Pearcy is 
expected to set a precedent for 
other Circuit Judges not now at- 
tached to the criminal division. 
While Judges of the civil division 
may accept criminal bail bonds. 
none is doing .so qnoyer in rare 
emergencies. 

Since Circuit ‘nae Ittner was 
severely censured by the St. Louis 
Bar Association for his relations 
with Sam Arky, professional) bonds- 
man, other Judges in the civil di- 
vision have been cautious about ac- 
cepting bail bonds. Judge Ittner 
has accepted no more bonds for 
Sam Arky since the Post-Dispatch 
exposed his activities. 

Professional bondsme’ had n 
running wild until the Post-Dis- 
patch began a series of exposures 
of their chicanerics: Two of the 
worst offenders were Ark and 
Louis Rose. Arky sigred more 
than $100,000 worth of bai. bonds 
after transferring his prope.ty to 
his wife and while he had $2000 
in forfeitures reduced to judgment 
sgainst him. These forfeitures are 
still unpaid. A Post-Dispatch re- 
porter found Louis Roege transfer- 
ring all his property the day after 
three $10.000 bonds * ere forfeited 
against him. These bonds are still 
uncollected. The 
later disclosed that Judge Ittner 
was leaving bonds signed in blank 
for his friend and businsss asso- 
ciate, Arky, to use, while the Judge 
was out of town 

The Board of Education is inter- 
ested in the bail bond situation be- 
cause ali forfeitures collected go 
to its school fund. Circuit At- 
torney Sidener has had difficulty 
in holding defendants to book 
because of the ease with which 
bands could be jumped when 
worthless bondsmen were sureties. 
Burckham, Sidener avd the Circuit 
Judges agreed at today’s meeting 
that concerted action would clarify 
the bail bond situation in, short 
order.

GETS YEAR, FED 
$1000 FOR KILLING 


of Manslaughter in Death 
of His Friend. 


WILL GO TO JAIL 
AT TOLLAND, CONN. 


Defense Changes Plan After 
Four Days of Trial, Dur- 
ing Which Jury Had Been 
Impaneled. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROCKVILLE, Conn., Sept. i 
Leonard Cline, novelist and news- 
paper man, formerly of St. Louis, 
pleaded guilty of manslaughter in 
Tolland Superior Court today and 
was immediately sentenced to one 
year-in jail and fined $1000. 

Cline had been indicted for the 
first degree murder of Wilfred P. 
Irwin, his friend, in Mansfield on 
May 16 and his change of_ plea 
came after four days’ of court pro- 
cedure during which the jury had 
been impanelea but no _ evidence 
taken, 

Many women were on hand for 
the trial today. Mrs. Wilfred P. 
Irwin, widow of the slain man, as- 
rived early. It was her first ap- 
pearance in court since the open- 
ing of the trial. 

Cline’s Wife and Sister Present. 

Mrs. Cline, with Cline’s sister, 
Mrs. John Whierengo, arrived in 
court several minutes after Mrs. 
Irwin had already taken her seat. 
For a moment neither spoke and 
then Mrs. Cline broke the silence 
with a perfunctory greeting which 
was responded to in the same man- 
ner. 

The change of plea followed a 
conference between counsel for the 
State and Cline with Judge Yeo- 
mans. When the Court ascended 


ithe bench following the recess the 


clerk asked: 

“Leonard Cline. do you desire to 
change your plea?’’ 

Cline leaned toward his counsel 
and after a whispered consultation 
answered in a subdued voice, 
ap a ee 

The clerk then asked: “Do you 
plead guilty of manslaughter?” 

Another consultation followed 
and Cline answered in a_ voice 
barely audible, “Yes.” 

"Judge Yeomans passed sentence 
immediately. 

State’s Attorney Noone addressed 
the court, saying: “After investi- 
gating the many conflicting stories 
and after conferring with defense 
counsel in a fair manner, the State 
agreed to the defense plea of 
guilty of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter.” 

To Serve in Tolland Jail. 

Cline will serve his sentence in 
the Tolland County jail. 

During his detention Cline kept 
at work on his books and finished 
one novel, had another under way 
and write a number of.poems. 

Irwin, long a friend of Cline, had 
been at the letter’s house for sev- 
eral weeks. 
May 16 ambulance. drivers caled 
fro m Willimantic to cafry away 
a wounded man, found Irwin on 
the ground dying from a ‘gunshot 
wound in the stomach. He was re- 
moved to a hospital wheer Cline 
gave a pint of his blood in an in- 
effectual operation to save the dy- 
ing man. 

Cline was arrested. The Coroner 
learned that two weeks before the 
shooting the pair’ had quarreled 
violently an dthat Cline had com- 
plained to State police after suffer- 
ing a sévere beating at the hands 
of his friend. Irwin was arrested. 
fined and given a suspended sen- 
tence on drunkenness and breach 
of the peach charges. 

Mrs. Irwin told the Coroner she 
had heen at the house a few hours 
before the shooting. Sse said that 
she feared her husband. 

Coroner's Version of Crime. 

The Coroner, reconstructing the 
events on the night of the crime. 
expressed the opinion that after 
two two men had placed Mrs. Ir- 
win on a train for New’ York, they 
had bought liquor and. started for 
th house. About a mile. south of 
the farm, the truck in which they 
were riding hit a tree and_ Irwin. 
after investigating the damage 


some time later and of reaching 
the farmhouse, according to the 
Coroner's theory. obtained a shot- 
gun, returned to the yard and dis- 
charged several shots, three of 
which went through a window. an- 
other into the wall and.a fifth, 
fired at. close ranfe, into. Irwin's 
stomach. 

Mrs. Irwin told the Coroner that 
as far as she knew, Cline was not 
jealous of her husband, bat that 
“he had hallucinations about. oth- 
er men when he was drinking.” 
Cline is 34 years old and has 
been twice married. His first wife. 
who @ivorced him, now fives in 
Baltimore. His second wife is the 
daughter of Mr, and Mrs. William

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ATTORNEY TOOK 
CREDITORS GOODS, 
BANKRUPT SAYS 


Sam Stein Tells Referee 
That Jacob Mellman and 
Two Custodians of Stock 
Helped Themselves. 


LAWYER DENIES IT, 
'  ALLEGES MALICE 


Some Claimants Weren't 
Satisfied With What Was 
Left — Plan to Fe orce 
Restitution. 


Testimony that Jacob Mellman, 
an attorney with offices in the 
Title Guaranty Building, and two 
employes of the St. Louis Associa- 
tion of Credit Men helped them- 
selves to merchandise that had 
been assigned to creditors was 
given before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Coles yesterday by Sam 
Stein, former proprietor of a cloth- 
ing store at 2746 Cherokee street. 

Stein said he established the 
store in August, 1924, buying 
$2000 worth of fixtures, and ob- 


‘taining a quantity of merchandise 


on credit. Stein said he operated 
the store until October, 1925, when 
creditors demanded a settlement. 
About that time Stein met Mell- 
man, he said, and laid his finan- 
cial difficulties before the lawyer. 
Mellman advised that an assign- 
ment be made through the St. 
Louis Association of Credit Men 
and offered to draw up the neces- 


sary papers. 


Says Lawyer Helped Himeelf. 

Meliman brought the assignment 
documents to the store one Oc- 
tober evening, Stein testified, and 
Stein signed them. Mellman then 
strolled about the store, helping 
himself to choice items of the 
$9000 stock, according to Stein. 

“He took an overcoat, hat, five 
silk shirts, underwear and silk 
hose and gloves for his wife,” Stein 
declared. “I asked him how come 
and. he said it was all right and 
that I didn’t have to worry since 
the merchandise then belonged to 
creditors.” 

Mellman put the clothing, valued 
by Stein at $75, in his car and 
drove away, Stein said, and the 
next morning @.man.named Allen, 
an employe of the credit associa- 
‘tion, took charge of tiie ‘store. Stein 
was retained as a clerk at $25 a 
week to assist in selling the stock 
for creditors. 

Stein testified that during the 
three days Allen was in charre 
of the store Allen took for him- 
self an overcoat valued at $28, a 
$5 hat, underwear and silk socks. 
Stein said he questioned Allen's 
right to do this and was told it was 
“all right,” that Mellman had wgiv- 
en permission. 

‘Allen was relieved by another 
representative of the credit asso- 
ciation, known to Stein only as 
“Ralph.” 

“Ralph stayed four 
took a topcoat wor $24, a $5 hat, 
underwear and f pairs of wilt 
host for his wife,” Stein declared. 
“I asked him how he got that way 
and hoe also said it was ‘all right,’ 
that Meliman said he could take 
the stuff.” 

“What were you doing while this 
alleged purloining was going on,” 
the Referee inquired. 

“Mellman never told me to take 
anything home,” Stein replied. 

Stein Says He Kept Record. 

Meliman was a twice daily vis- 
itor at the store during the wevk 
of its operation by the Credit. As- 
sociation representatives and rare- 
ly went home enipty handed, ac- 
cording to Stein. The attorney 
helped himself to blankets, paja- 
mas and clothing for his wife and 
children as well as for himself, 
according to Stein. The latter told 
Coles he kept a secret record of 
what Mellman took, the total 
amounting to $458 in merchandis:. 

Stein said he never discussed rhe 
payment of a fee with Mellman 
and did not know that the attor-. 
ney collected $175 for serving as 
his attorney from creditors, who 
realized about $2400 through a 
subsequent auction of the stock of 
goods.

The $2400 realized from the sale: 


of Stein’s goods failed to satisfy 
some creditors and they filed suit 
against Stein. Meliman advised 
bankruptcy and filed a “pauper’s 
petition” for Stein, although the 
latter testified yesterday he un- 
derstood the filing costs were to 
be paid from the share of the es. 
tate which disgruntled creditors 
te accept.

“Stein and another man want to 
hurt me,” Mellman said. “Stein 
owes me several hundred dollars 
for borrowed money. I took a top- 
coat from his store before the as- 
signment was made as part of my 
fee, but I took nothing afterward. 
As to anybody else taking things 
E. don’t know a thing about it. 
Stein and the other fellow would 
like to get me in trouble.” 


Mellman admitted that he re- 
ceived a fee of $175 from the as- 
signment estate for serving as 
Stein’s attorney.

clares Monarch Has For-

The conference then adjourned, 
the miners asserting they would 
not bow before the threat of “hard 
times” this winter, and the oper- 
ators blaming failure of the meet- 
ing on “the inability of the 
miners to frees their hands from 
the restrictions placed on them 
last winter by the union’s national 
policy committee.” 

“Under these restrictions, the 
ij union representatives have no 
power to negotiate except on the 
basis of the old agreement which 
the operators for months have 
contended must be adjusted,” said 
Rice Miller, president of the Mli- 
nois coal operators. 

Operators’ Attitude. 

“The operators thought these 
restrictions had been or would be 
lifted-for this conference and have 
been willing to consider any basis 
for a new contract without pre- 
judice or restriction, if the miners 
were in a position to consider the 
problem ih a like manner.” 

The offer of the miners to re- 
turn to work under terms of the 
old Jacksonville agreement which 
terminated last April was reported 
from the subcommittee of Walter 
j Nesbit and Harry Fishwick for 
the miners and George B. Har- 
rington and H. E. Perry for the 
operators. 

A committe of nine operators 
rejected this offer in a report to 
the full committee which sent its 
subcommittee of two back into con- 
ference with the miners’ subcom- 
mittee without a counter proposal. 
The subcommittee could not reach 
an agreement and the conference 
collapsed.

WRECKAGE IN SEA 


Flyers May Have Escaped 
With Lives. 


SHATTERED BY FORCE 
OF FALL OR WAVES 


Dispatch From Steamer 
Which Picked Up Debris 
Says Hunt Will Be Con- 
tinued for Men. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Only 


the hope that a sinall collapsible 
rubber boat with three air adven- 


turers had survived on the At- 
lantic since last Wednesday re- 
mained today to searchers for the 
occupants gf the monoplane Old 
Glory. 

There was no trace of the boat 
in the wreckage found Monday. 

_ Searchers on the steamer Kyle. 
which found the wreckage, indi- 
cated that the fuselage of the 
plane was shattered either by the 
force of its fall or the blows of 
the waves. No mentioh was made 
of the main tank holding 900 gal- 
lons of gasoline, so this huge 
weight probably went to the bot- 
tom. 

The description was contained in 
a dispatch received by the New 
York Daily Mirror, owned by W. 
R. Hearst, backer of the flight, 
from Douglas Muir, its correspon- 
dent aboard the Kyle. 

Aboard the plane when it left 
Old Orchard, Me., for Rome were 
Lioyd Bertaud and James D. Hill 
and their passenger, Philip A. 
Payne, managing editor of the Mir- 


ror. 
Description of Wreckage. 

The dispatch follows: 

“Aboard S. S. Kyle, off New- 
foundiand. ‘ 

“The wreckage of the Old Glory 
taken- from a heavy sea consists 
of 34 feet of wing containing three 
tank sections, glass fuel gauges, 
and feed pipes connected to the 
tanks. A fourth tank is missing. 
The other three contained latge 
quantities of gasoline when picked 
up. 

“The engine and body of the 
plane evidently had been torn from 
the wings, leaving no trace of the 
control cockpit except one lever 
and speaking tube located near the 
fuel gauges. 

“The American flag painted on 
the right wing was clearly dis- 
tinguishable and traces of a cor- 
responding flag discernible on the 
left wing. A portion of.one large, 
black painted letter also showed 

he right wing, in the shape of 
the letter ‘V," or possibly parts of 
the letters ‘W,’ ‘M’ or ‘N." (The 
Old Glory carried on its wing the 
legend ‘NX-703’ in accordance 
with Government regluations, and 
it is considered probable the ‘V’ 
referred to by Muir is a fragment 
of the ‘N.') 

Will Continue the Search, 

“Fragments of canvass-body cas- 
ing are painted silver and blue. 
The ship's undercarriage and left 
wheel are fairly complete, but the 
wing and support are a_ tangled 
mass of ‘stays, giving evidence of 
boisterous weather existing since 
the disaster. Nevertheless, other 
records may be found in this vi- 
cinity which may give a clew to the 
fate of the three brave men who 
accompanied Old Glory on this ill- 
fated endeavor. Therefore, we will 
continue the search, come what 
may. 

“A strong southeast wind ts 
blowing and the sea is rough and 
forcy. ts 

Shipping men believed continued 
search was useless. They pointed 
to the observation of masters of 
vessels who looked for the plane 
fast week that the story waters 
would wreck the strongest regula- 
tion lifeboat. 

Wives Still Hopeful. 

Finding of the ruins of Old 
Glory gave renewed hope to Mrs. 
Bertaud and Mrs. Payne for the 
survival of their husbands and 
James D. Hill, co-pilot. 

“Tt appears that the greater part 
of the plane has been found, with 
the exception of the engine.” said 
Mrs. Bertaud. “I.,am sure that 
when they came down in the water 
“ the pilots could have cut the en- 

gine from the plane to get rid of 
the weight, if it were at all pos- 
sible.”

Federal Judge Issues Edict for 
32 Counties on Plea of 
Vare and Wilson. 


By the Associated Press. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Sept. 14.— 
An order providing for the imme- 
diate impounding of all ballots cast 
in the 1826 general election ¥ 32 
counties in the middie Pennsyl- 
vania district of the United States 
Court was issued yesterday by Fed- 
ral Judge Johyson under an ami- 
cable agreement reached in Chi- 
cago last week in the Vare-Wilson 
Senatorial contest. 

The ballot bozes will be concen- 
trated with the prothonotaries of 
the Common Pleas Courts at Ly- 
coming. Northumberland, Dauphin, 
Lackawanna and Luzerne Counties, 
who are directed to keep all boxes 
and their contents, pending furth- 
er disposition of them by the 
United States Senate. 

In the counties of Lycoming. 
Huntingdon, Luzerne, Tioga and 
Northumberland, which have only 
one set of boxes, the order directs 
that the boxes shall be opened by 
the United States Marshal or his 
deputies, in the presence of the 
prothonotary. and placed in other 
sealed boxes. It is planned to 
have these boxes gathered this 
week so that they may be avail- 
able for use in the primary elec- 
tion next Tuesday. 

It is proposed to start similar 
proceedings in the Federal Courts 
at Philadelphia and Pittsburg to 
have the boxes in the Eastern and 
western districts impounded. 

Petitions asking for the im- 
pounding of the boxes were pre- 
sented to Judge Johnson by coun- 
sel for William B. Wilson, Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Senate, and 
by counsel representing William &. 
Vare, Senator-elect. 

The petition presented In behalf 
of Wilson asked for the safeguard- 
ing of the ballots in Lackawanna 
and Luzerne Counties and that of 
Vare for the preservation of the 
ballots in the remaining 30 coun- 
ties of the district,

Mother learns of Bequests as 
He Awaits Trial in Jail. 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Ill, Sept. 14.—Harry 
Hill is the principal beneficiary of 
his mother’s will. He is accused 
of killing her. . 

Hill, in jail here awaiting trial, 
learned yesterday that his mother 
had bequeathed him a $30,000 farm 
and Government bonds, Treasury 
notes and real estate mortgages 
valued at $18,000. Minor grants 
complete an estate of $59,000. 

The bequests were made with 
blessings and in endearing terms, 
contrasting with Mrs. Hill’s letters 
threatening disinheritance, written 
shortly before her death. The will 
was made Oct. 8, 1925, two weeks 
prior to the divorce which sep- 
arated her from Dr. H. C. Hill, who 
was given $500 by the terms of the 
will. 

The will, sought since Mrs. Hill's 
body was found buried in the base- 
ment of her home, was in. the pos- 
session of Thuriow G. Essington, 
former State Senator, who hurried 
from Europe upon learning of Mrs. 
Hill’s death, as he remembered the 
will filed in his office. 

The will, according to State's 
Attorney Hansen, prevents any 
woman Hill might marry from 
sharing in the estate at his death. 
The money, in that case, it is pro- 
vided, would be assigned to his 
children or to a Presbyterian mis- 
sion in the absence of offspring.

In Absence of Authority to Use State Funds 
on Project, Commissioners Hope Indi- 
vidual Groups Will Aid.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 14.- - 
Membcrs of the State Highway 
Commission, hege yesterday for 
their monthiy aneeting, are in full 
accord with the plan to beautify 
all the State highways by planting 
shade trees along the routes, as 


suggested in Post-Dispatch  edi- 
torials, and are willing to co-oper- 
ate by adopting uniform plans and 
supervise the planting of trees 
by individuals or private organiza- 
tions. 

Existing road laws of the State 
do not permit the use of any part 
of the State road fund for such 
work, but the laws could be 
amended by the next Legislature 
if sufficient sentiment deveiops for 
beautifying the roads, it was sajd. 
Meanwhile the Highway Depart- 
ment is willing to co-operate as far 
as possible, the Commissioners 
said. : 
Commissioner E. J. McGrew of 
Lexington, suggested that differ- 
ent trees be chosen for planting 
along the different highways to 
give a distinctive marking to each 
route, and that some of the road 
associations already organized 
along the routes be encouraged to 
begin the work at once. 

Suggests Rivalry in Work. 
Handling of the planting by the 
road associations as well as by 
some patriotic organizations that 
are starting it on a small _ scale 
would encourage friendly rivalry 
and expedite the tree planting work, 
McGrew said. Commercial organ- 
izations and civic groups in towns 
along each route, he suggested, 
could be induced to assist in raising 
funds if the work was begun on a 
competitive basis between differ- 
ent highways. 

McGrew also suggested that 
beauty spots along the highways 
could be brought within easier ac- 
cess of travelers if small tracts of 
grounds were acquired by the 
Highway Department along the 
roads at points, such as hill sum- 
mits or hill side curves where ‘scen- 
ic views unfold.

down. Shrubbery or well-spaced 
thade trees could be planted at 
such points without blocking the 
view.”

While both Republicans and Demo- 
crats in Congress agree there 
should be substantfal reductions in 
the nation’s tax bill, effective next 
year, a reconciling of widely di- 
vergent views will be necessary 
before the legislation can be sent 
to the President for his approval. 


The House Ways and Means 
Committee Will begin drafting the 
measure before Congress meets 
with a view to putting it through 
the House before the Christmas 
recess or immediately afterward, 
but when the bill reaches the Sen- 
ate it will be subjected to the re- 
writing which has been done there 
to all revenue measures sincet the 
war. 

Differences of opinion as to what 
and how much reductions in taxes 
should be made exist not only be- 
tween the leaders of the major 
parties in Congress, but alsc among 
the members of each individual 
party, especially in regard to the 
surtax rates, which have been a 
chief bone of contention in Con- 
grees since the first post-war lte- 
vision bill was intreduced. Some 
Republican leaders favor a further 
reguction in the maximum rate, 
whereas gthers hold the 
rate should be retained, basing 
their argument on the principle of 
ability te pay. : 

Seme of the Democrats claim 
the présent intermediate surtax 
brackets arc inequitable, . while 
still others are prepared to resist 
any changes in surtax rates, hold- 
ing out for a reduction of rates 
which would relieve all income tax- 
es bersons having an income of 
less than $5000 annually.

of the last preparatory disarma- 
ment commission. 

It also developed that Germany 
is seeking to pull: other nations 
down to her armament level rath- 
er than to rise to theirs. Count 
Von Bernstorff, Berlin’s spokes- 
man, is capitalizing French For- 
eign Minister Briand’s admission 
that League members are morally 
and legally bound to disarm. 

The German is supported by M. 
De Brouckere of Belgium. Vepre- 
cating eight years of waiting, he 
disdaimed the League’s responsi- 
bility for pussyféoting, adding: 
“While some are trying to organ- 
ize peace, Others are engaging in 
concurrent efforts to organize for 
war. The race between peace and 
war elements is close, peace pro- 
ponents being rapidly overtaken.” 

While not referring directly to 
the Coolidge naval conference, the 
speakers did not conceal! their dis- 
appointment at the collepse of the 
recent conference. Thcy also 
backed Briand’s thesis that dis- 
armament must be universal, that 
it cannot succeed through regional 
negotiations. 

Three questions were propound- 
ed for consid tion in seeking dis- 
armament. First, how can each 
nation best fulfil its obligatious 
under the Laegue covenant? Sec- 
ond, has the League fulfilled its 
covenant obligations? Third, if it 
has, how can possibilities of fur- 
ther action be found? 

In private discussions the elec- 
tion of three non-permenent coun- 
cil members occupies most atten- 
tion. Cuba will succeed Salvador, 
and Belgium seems assured of the 
necessary two-thirds for re-elec- 
tion. The third seat seems to lie 
between Canada and Finland, al- 
though the Italians are pledged to 
the support of Greece. Germany 
espouses Canada’s application. 


Minister Says Panama Will Never 

Surrender Canal Sovereignty.

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—Panama 
has never abandoned claim to the 
sovereignty of the entire Canal 
Zone and never will, Minister of 
Finance Dr. Eusebio Morales, who 
startled the League of Nations As- 
sembly last week by suggesting 
‘that the differences over the new 
Panama-United States treaty be 
submittec to the World Court. de- 
clared in an interview with a cor- 
‘respondent for the Associated Press 
today.

Won’t Be Used in Public 
Discussion — New Bu- 
reau Move Laid Over. 


Two hours of wrangling at last 
night’s meeting of the Board of 
Education, over the policies of 


Superintendent of Instruction Mad- 
dox in making, or failing to mate, 
appointments in the teaching corps 
brought fourth one defiz‘te result 
—the names of teachers, whose 
personal interests are the basis for 
most of the bickering, henceforth 
are to be omitted from the public 
discussions and they are to be re- 
ferred to as “A,” “B” or “C.” 

The course of the meeting, ‘at 
which a resolution was introduced 
for the establishment of a bureau 
of research and publicity calcul- 
ated to curb Maddox, indicated the 
breach between the superintendent 
and certain members of the board. 
particularly the chairman of the 
Instruction Committee, Arthur Blu- 
meyer, has widened. 

The attack on Maddox's policies 
was led by Blumeyer, who asked 
the Superintendent to explain 
why he had continued Miss Lil- 
lian Koehler for four years as a 
substitute teacher in the high 
schools when, according to- his 
Own statement to member of the 
Instruction Committee, she was not 
“eligible” for an appointment as a 
regular teacher in the same 
courses. 

N ox Answers Blumeyer. 

Blumeyer asked the Superintend- 
ent if he had complied with his 
request that.Miss Koehler’s report 
cards be made available and when 
they were handed to him by the 
Superintendent he read them to 
the board. The markings by the 
principals showed a large prepon- 
derance of “E’s” (Excellent) and 
a few “G's” (Good). 

The Superintendent, in beginning 
his statement of Miss Koeehler’s 
case, said, first, that he had not. 
told Blumeyer or anyone else that 
the teacher was not eligible for 
appointmert and Blumeyer later 
recalled the words he had used 
were “not qualified.” 

Maddox said the markings of 
teachers by principals meant little 
or nothing when they were seeking 
permanent appointments and that 
he and his advisory committee, 
when considering applications, 
gave them little weight. 

Principals were careless, he said, 
in marking teachers’ report cards, 
and he said he would immediately 
remedy the eituation. He admit- 
ted promotions and demotions of | 
teachers regularly appointed, how- 
ever, are made on the basis of their 
rating by principals. 

He read a quantity of corre- 
spondence which had passed be- 
tween himself and principals 
touching the case of Miss Koehler 
and then launched into a lengthy 
explanation of why the teacher 
was not given a permanent place 
when she sought it. Blumeyer in- 
terrupted with a charge that Mad- 
dox’s statement was an evasion of 
his question, which simply asked 
for an explanation of why Miss 
Koehler was permitted to teach in 
the schools at all if she was not 
qualified for a permanent place. 
The Superintendent's answer was 
that w.en the teacher was ¢m- 
ployed to do substitute work she 
was needed in the (system and) 
“was glad to get the work.”

U.S. TARIFF BOARD 


Sacco-Vanzetti.Case Blamed in 
Part for Virtual Barring 
of Cost Experts.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Fer- 
eign resentment over the execution 
of Sacco and aVnzetti in Massa- 
chusetts is beginning to have its 
effect on American trade relations, 
according to Alfred P. Dennis, act- 
ing chairman of the Federal Tari?

“While the commis- 
sion has taken no formal action 
pending the return of Chairman 
Marvin, it goes without saying that 
it will cancel the sailing orders of 
the crew led by Prof, Warren of 
Cornell, @vhich was scheduled to 
sail Se;t. 24.’ 

Dennis denied that either the 
President or Secretary Kellogg 
had intervened to alter the origi- 
nal plans of the commission. He 
said the emphatic protests received 
from Argentina came to the com- 
mission as a matter of routine 
through regular diplomatic chan- 
nels and from his own discussions 
with the Argentine Ambassador, 
Senior Pueyrredon. 

“The Ambassador told me frank- 
ly that the tension was so great 
in Argentina against American 
Government agents because of the 
Argentine beef situation and the 
public sentiment aroused over Sacco 
and Vanzetti that he emphatically 
opposed the sending of trade agents 
to his country.” said the commis- 
sioner.

JAPAN WITHDRAWS FROM SHANTUNG. 
From the Columbus (Ga.) Enquirer Sun. 

HE decision of the Japanese Govern- 

ment to withdraw its troops from Shan- 
tung need not be expected to impresg those 
Americans who have accustomed themselves 
to think of Japan as the arch-villain of the 
Pacific. The announcement carries with 
it the frank statement that troops will again 
be sent “to any part of China” where her 
nationals may be menaced. This state- 
ment of policy will, no doubt, be branded 
as imperialism and will furnish more am- 
munition for militarists and specialists in 
Yellow Perils. 

That the policy does amount to imperi- 
alism is, of course, obvious, but it is no 
more than the leading Western nations have 
been practicing for a century and a half. 
Indeed, the Japanese type seems to display 
superiorities over the kind we ourselves en- 
gage in. Japan, with arguments at least 
und .rstandabile, has always laid claims to 
measurably greater interests in China than 
the United States can claim; and in her 
lusty pride as a newly reborn nation Japan 
seized and kept Korea from the Chinese. 
But what about Texas? The war with Spain 
is not so remote. And latterly we have 
been gtirring things up quite a bit in the 
Caribbean. The marines still remain in 
Nicaraugua with every indication of camp- 
ing there—recently they won for Mr. Kei- 
logg’s state department a notable and san- 
guinary victory over a miserably equipped 
guerilla “army.” 

Japanese imperialism, on the other hand, 
has in late years demeaned itsélf with 
good taste—commendabie, 
that is, if imperialism is ever commendable. 
The Japanese have done little shooting in 
Shantung. The district quieted and the 
safety of their economic interests insured, 
they are now withdrawing of their own 
accord. In short, the Japanese seem to 
have developed a disrelish for the more 
blatant and bludgeon-wielding forms of 
domineering which the Western; powers 
practice with such slap-stick skill. 

The truth probably is that Japan wants 
no war, either in China or elsewHere, and 
is behaving in a manner calculated to pre- 
vent what she does not desire. True, her 
economic stake in China she is prepared to 
guard—with troops, if necessary, until China 
develops sufficient nrilitary strength to op- 
pose her. But beyond that she does not 
seem disposed to go. Her fundamental 
policy was revealed at the Geneva naval dis- 
armament conference, where every move of 
the Japanese delegates was désigned to 
bring about understanding between Great 
Britain and the United States and to pro- 
mote peace in the Pacific. 

Japan, the traditional villain of the Chi- 
nese plot, withdraws her troops from Shan- 
tung and keeps her military force in war- 
torn China at a minimum. @rne United 
States, traditionally China’, friend. main- 
tains a@ very respectable establishment on 
Chinese soil. It looks as if Japan can 
teach us something about imperialism we 
ought to learn.

They 
would like to have something dohe about 
it. But of course nothing will be done. 

For that matter, what is there to do? 
What is published in Italy is not the affair 
of the League of Nations. Still less is it 
within the province of Geneva te forbid 
the forbidding of news in Italy. Musso- 
lini finds ignorance and flattery profitable 
to his ends. Accordingly he enforces the 
ignorance of the people and the flattery of 
himself by hig followers. 

But there is no law which can force a 
people to long for freedom. There is no 
international cure for spinelessness of a 
country that likes to be enslaved to 2 Mus- 
solint. Freedom is from within first of 
all. If Italians have porsotten Sts meaning 
to the point that they dare not speak their 
minds until they are safely out of Italy, 
that is a condition of their own making 
and for their own remedying. Freeing a 
people against their will or beyond their 
capacity to be free is a thankless folly.

Touching Up Faded

HEN’ it comes to restoring
